1 . (currently amended) A reflector Ref l ector dov i oo (300) for a motor vehicle 
headlight, the reflector dovioo having a reflector element (301) which comprises an internal 
reflective surface (310) , an external surface (309) , and an opening (316) on a rear portion 
of the reflector element (301) for the insertion of a light source, chorootor i zod i n that the 
reflector device (300) oompriooo further comprising a lamp holder c l ement (302) which is 
interlocked with the reflector olcmont (301 ) by mcono of a set of supports (303; 303; 
306) , the said supports (303; 30 4 ; 306) being arranged so as to create an open space 
(308) between the lamp holder e l ement (302) and the reflector olcmont (301 ) , at least one 
of the said supports bearing on a base (31 1) of the reflector olcmont (301) , the said base 
(31 1) being distinct from the external surface (300) of the reflector o l omont (301) . 

2. (currently amended) A reflector Roflootor dovioo (300) according to claim 1, 
wherein the preced i ng oloim, oharoctor i zcd i n that the reflector c l ement (301) and the set 
of supports (303; 301; 306) are made of the same material and during the same moulding 
operation. 

3. (currently amended) A reflector Roflootor dov i oo (300) according to claim 1 , wherein 
the proooding olo i mo, chorootor i zod in that the set of supports i o oompr i ood of comprises at 
least two support columns. 
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4. (currently amended) A reflector Rofloctor dov i oo (300) according to claim 1 , 
wherein ot loaot ono of the proooding olaimo, ohoraotorizod i n that t he set of supports 
(303: 30 4 : 305) io compriood of comprises three support columns. 

5. (currently amended) A reflector Reflector dov i oo (300) according to claim 3, 
wherein at loaot ono of oloimo 3 or 4, oharootorizod i n that t he support columns (303; 30^; 
306) have a first end (307) for holding the lamp holder o l omont (302) in position, and a 
second end (306) which at least partially matches the shape of the external surface (309) 
of the reflector o l omont (301) . 

6. (currently amended) A reflector Rofloctor dov i oo (300) according to claim 5 
wherein tho proood i ng ola i m, oharaotor i zod i n that t he second end (306) of at least one 
support column (303; 301; 306) Is elongated to bear a base (31 1 ) of the reflector olomont 
(301 ), tho said base (31 1 ) being distinct from the external surface (300) of the reflector 
olomont (301) . 

7. (currently amended) A reflector Roflootor dovioo (300) according to claim 6, 
wherein tho proooding o l o i m, oharaotor i zod in that the base (311) of the reflector olomont 
(301 ) is contained in an output-end plane of the reflector dovioo (300). 

8. (currently amended) A reflector Rof l ootor dov i oo (300) according to claim 3, 
wherein at loaot ono of o l a i mo 3 to 7, oharaotorizod i n that at least one support column 
(303; 301; 306) comprises a central reinforcement element (31 2), 
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9. (currently amended) A reflector Rof l ootor dcv i oo (300) according to claim 3, 
wherein at l oaot ono of olo i mo 3 to 8, oharootor i zcd in that at least one support column 
(303; 30 4 ; 305) comprises an interior reinforcement element (313). 

10. (currently amended) A reflector Rof l ootor dov i oo (300) according to claim 3, 
wherein at l oaot ono of oloimo 3 to 0, oharaotorizod in that a first column (30 4 ) and a 
second column (305) have an elongated shape, respectively defining a first support plane 
and a second support plane of the lamp o l omont (302) , the first support plane and the 
second support plane overlapping. 

1 1 . (currently amended) A reflector Ref l ector dovioQ (300) according to claim 10 
wherein tho proood i ng cla i m, oharaotorizod in that a third column (303) has an elongated 
shape, defining a third support plane of the lamp holder olomont (302 , the third support 
plane being perpendicular to the first support plane. 

1 2. (currently amended) A reflector Rof l ootor dov i oo (300) according to claim 1 1 , 
wherein at l oaot ono of tho proood i ng ola i mo. oharaotor i zod in that the interlocking of the 
lamp holder olomont (302) and reflector olomont (301 ) is permanent. 

1 3. (currently amended) A reflector Roflootor dov i oo (300) according to claim 5, 
wherein at l oaot ono of o l oimo 5 to 12, oharaotor i zod i n that the first end (307) of each 
support column (303, 30^; 306) comprises a positioning pin (31 6) whioh i o intondod to bo 
i noortod receivable in an opening prov i ded for thio purpooo in the lamp holder o l omont 
4d02f. 
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5 14. (currently amended) A reflector Rof l ootor dov i oo (300) according to claim 5, 

wherein at l ooot ono of cla i mo 6 to 13, oharootor i zod in that the first end (307) of each 
support column (303, 30 4 ; 305) comprises a centering and retaining stud (31 7) wh i ch i o 
intended to bo inoortod receivable in an opening prov i ded for th i o purpooc in the lamp 
holder o l omont (302) , the lamp holder o l omont (302) being held in position by snapping of 
10 the centering and retaining stud (31 7) on to this lamp holder c l cmont (302) . 

1 5. (currently amended) A reflector Rof l ootor dov i oo (300) according to claim 14, 
wherein at looot ono of tho proooding c l a i mo, oharootor i zod i n that the reflector o l omont 

(301) and the set of supports (303; 30^, 306) are made from aluminium or from an 
15 aluminium-based alloy. 

1 6. (currently amended) A reflector Roflootor dov i oo (300) according to claim 1 5, 
wherein at loaot ono of tho proood i ng oloimo, oharaotorizod i n that the lamp holder o l omont 

(302) is made from an alloy of zinc and aluminium, or from a zinc-and-aluminium-based

ABSTRACT 

10 The present invention relates to a reflector dev i ce (300) which provides for good 

ventilation of a light source located in the said reflector dev i ce and facilitates the passage 
of the reflector dovioo on production lines for the purpose of covering an internal surface 
(310) of the reflector device with powder. To this end, there is proposed according to the 
invention a reflector dev i ce in which a reflector element (301) and a lamp holder e l ement 

15 (302) are produced separately, prior to being interlocked. The reflector olomont (301 ) 

produced thus comprises a set of supports (303; 30 4 ; 306) which are arranged such that a 
light source subsequently fitted in the reflector dovioo (300) can be ventilated in a 
satisfactory manner. The lamp holder element (302) is interlocked with the reflector 
e l ement (301 ) on the supports by means of centering pins (31 6) and assembly studs
